kha looks not more than 20 years of age, and
the lnt defendant, as he sat at tho bar with his
arms croseed over his blg chest, looked old
ennigh to be her father.

Miss Keating testifled that Hayes was Intro-
ducod to hor In Detrolt In 1883 In & skating
pink,  On Oct 27, 1887, In this oity, she re.
eniveill the $3000 nota from Hayes. On that
day, In the st oceupled by Colonel and Mrs,
Haves, nt 110 East Elghty.ninth strest. Mrs,
Hayoes wrole the body of thoe note, and Hayes
slgned it.  Then Mrs. Hayes wrote a receipt
for the note, and the witness signed it. Mrs,
Flaves also wroto an assignment of two 8500
mortgnees, and gave the asslgnmont to the
witnoss, but the witness nevor received the
mortgages, and never rocorded tham.
